‘Transfer of county park lands 
to the school board was delayed 
this week because of deed restric- 
tions. 

The county has agreed to deed 
150 acres of land in John Prince 
Memorial Park as a site for a new 
Palm Beach Junior College. Ac- 
cording to County Attorney Har- 
ry Johnston, the deed cannot be 
issued until after a waiver is ob- 
tained from the State Internal 
Improvement Board which orig- 
inally granted the land to the 
county for park purposes only. 

A similar stumbling block is 
holding. up a proposal for deeding 
80 acres of land in the same park 
to the county Fair Association. 

County Commissioner Roy Mi- 
chael was named by the commis- 
sion to meet with the association 
for a discussion of plans for the 
county fair grounds. 

Johnston said waivers would 
probably be granted after a title 
search has been completed on the 
two tracts and other details of the 
college and fair ground plans have 
been worked out.

The Glades area was reported to 
have grown about 5,000 acres of 
celery during the 1954-55 season.
